Marching as rhythmically to the time of 
drum and bugle corps as they might have 
done to the noisier notes of brass bands, the 
national guardsmen, their companions of 
military and civil bodies, and the organiza- 
tions and exhibits they escorted paraded the 
streets of Chicago last night in celebration 
of the centennial of the city’s birth. | 

Hundreds of thousands of persons wit- 
nessed the parade—how many cannot even 
be guessed. The vast throng, tiers in depth, 
lined the route of march from the starting 
to the disbunding point. The spectators be- 
gan to take their positions before 6 o'clock. 
By 7 o'clock the alignment was solid. Those 
nearest the head of the line waited until 


. 8:15 o’clock for the first sight of the march- 


ers. The reviewing stand at Jackson boule- 
vard and Dearborn street was not reached 
until 9 o’clock. The review took until 10:40 
o’clock. 


Bands Absent; Scarcely Missed. 

The musicians kept their word. They re- 
fused, with three marked exceptions, to 
march in the parade. The regimental bands 
—all but the naval reserve band—falled to 
appear with their regiments, forcing the 
commanding officers to fall back on the en- 
listed drum and bugle corps. 

The naval reserve band, marching in the 
rear of the first division with the naval militia, 
was the first band the public saw. All along 
the route it was loudly cheered. 

The other two bands, the Svithiod and the 
Wanhem lodge, both were in the Swedish 
division. They also were applauded., In that 
way only did the crowd show that it knew 
about the dispute started ‘by the musicians. 
No evidence that the players were missed 
was apparent. The buglers blew stirring

desired. 
City Captured by Visitors. 
In the throng which watched the shifting 


picture were visitors in great quantity. The § 


people from the small towns and the country 
poured steadily into Chicago all during the 
day. It was estimated last night that at 
least 100,000 strangers were in town. From 
their ranks came the patient persons whe 
spread newspapers. on the pavements at 6 
o’clock or earlier and sat down to wait for 
the procession to appear. f 
The restaurants showed in the evening tha 
the city was crowded. For the first time 
during .the week the eating places were not 
able to accommodate all their patrons. Many 
persons were obliged to wait long and as pa- 
tiently as they might for seats at the tables. 
The hotels are full to the limit. Boarding 
houses have profited by the festival. The 
stores yesterday afternoon were in posses- 
sion of out of town shoppers. 
Today and tomorrow at least the crowds 
will continue unlessened, if they do not in- 
crease today. P 


Parade Proves Great Magnet. 
Apparently arrivals were timed with the 
centennial parade in mind as the first thing 
to be seen. Judging by their actions during 
the evening they were in no sense ‘disap- 
pointed. They saw four regiments of Chi- 
cago militiamen, including’ its “ Dandy 


} First”’ and its crack cavalry regiment go 


briskly by. . They beheld the heavy guns 
of the artillery and the deadly rapid fire 
guns of the naval militia dragged along 
under company escort. They watched a 
succession of independent military organiza- 
tions file past. They beheld as spick and 
span a display of fire fighting equipment 
and fire fighters themselves as any city 
could offer, and for contrast they saw the 
red shirted remnant of the old fire volun- 
teers. Then their gaze passed to tableaux 
supplied by the Swedes and the Swiss of 
Chicago, and for the concluding three-quar- 
ters of an hour they witnessed thepassage 
of industrial exhibit after exhibit. x 


Automobiles a Parade Feature, 

Many were beautiful in design, many more . 
were spectacular, and all were interesting. 
A line of automobiles brought up the end— 
the first time horseless vehicles have figured * 
in any parade in the city of Chicago. 

The parade formed in Harrison and adja- 
cent streets, and the head of it moved from 
Harrison street and Michigan avenue north 
in the avenue at 8:15 0’clock. A few minutes 
later it swung west in Jackson boulevard to 
State street. Until the reviewing stand was 
reached the route was north in State to 
Washington, west to Franklin, south to Mad- 
ison, east to Dearborn, and south to Jackson 
boulevard. 7 

Mayor Harrison rode with C. A. Plamondon 
at the head of the parade as far as the re- 
viewing stand, where he and Mr. Plamondon. 
alighted, followed by the foreign consuls, 
visiting mayors, city aldermen, and the offi- 
cials of the parade. 

How the Parede Passed by. . 

Four companies of police, commanded by 
Chief O’Neill, marched at the head of the 
column. After them rode Marshal George 
Fabyan, Chief of Staff Col. B. C. Young, 
and their aids. The 


line of carriages in. which were seated the 
entire consular corps of Chicago. 

Brig. Gen. George M. Moulton commanded 
the brigade of Illinois National Guardsmen, 
With his aids he rode immediately behind 
the consuls and city councilmen. , 

The First regiment led the military part of 


the parade; the blare of bugles and the roll 


of drums heralded their approach. In their 
white helmets and natty gray uniforms the 
young soldiers looked as if they had never 
seen more serious service than parade duty: 
But over their heads floated a flag that-bore 
the stains of Cuban storms, and at the sight 
the crowd remembered that many of these 
same soldier boys had lain ih the trenches

The Record has favored the miners’ side of 
the controversy, and this is the cause for 
this action. 

Gens. Bell.and Chase announced eariier in 
the evening that the people of the district 
would be given object lesséns of all those 
- whose feelings would lead them to criticise 
the military.. Gen..Chase at 11 o'clock, in 
command of a picked squad of fifty ihfantry- 
men and forty cavalry, marched to the office 
of the Record on South Fourth Street. 

The following are the names of the men 
who were arrested: George K. Kyner, editor 
and manager; Walter Sweet, circulator; H. 
J. Richmond, foreman; Frank W. Langdon, 
compositor; and George Basham. 
Was Union’s Organ. 

The Record is the official paper of the local 
miners’ union and of the Western Federation 
of Miners. Since the beginning of the strike 
the Record has printed the official statements 
of the strike committee and its sympathies 
were all forthe union. Kyner was considered 
one of the strongest union men in the dis- 
trict. For a number of days éditorials and 
statements have appeared in the Record 
which» incensed the military officers, and‘ it 
was decided to close up the paper and thus 
do away with this encouragement for the 
strikers. 

It is expected by the military that the ac- 
tion will stop the publication of the daily 
statements issued by the miners in the dis- 
trict. For weeks Editor Kyner has been 
under surveillance and it was thought at one 
time that his arrest would be mage last week.

TOWARD SOCIALISM. 


Addresses Two Big Meetings at Berlin 
Heights and Sandusk? and Throws 
Of Reserve Which Has Character- 

- ized His Former Remarks About the 
Cleveland Mayor — Says Latter’s

Sandusky, O., Sept. 29.—[Special.]—Sena- 
tor Hanna today dropped the reserve which 
has been thrown about his remarks concern- 
ing Mayor Tom.

However, President Roosevelt, according 
to pedple who said they knew all about it, 
said unless Mr. Cleveland could be put off he, 
the president, could not attend. ‘

clined to inform Mr. Cleveland that he must 
not come, and then President Roosevelt, it 
is said, wrote declaring that it would be im- 
possible for him to be present.

The day marks a new epoch in the history of 
the College of the City of New York and it is 
therefore of special and great interest to all who 
are interested—as every good American should be 
interested—in the cause of popular education.

Odell, Senator Depew, 
Grover Cleveiand, and Presidents Hadley of 
Yale, Schurman of Cornell, and Butler of 
Columbia delivered addresses. 


Former President Cleveland Speaks. 

Former President Cleveland said in part: 

I cannot rid myself at this moment of the thought 
that education is a selfish, useless thing if it is to 
be hid in a napkin, or if it is to be hugged to the 
breast by its as a mere individual prize, 
and it seems to me that the existence of schools 
and colleges in this land of ours can scarcely be 
deemed important except as they are the sources 
from which education m~*y be distributed through 
many channels, for the enrichment of the body 


ness among our people. 

If we have outgrown the simplicity of our early

steadying force against all untoward conditions.

WEATHER GOOD FOR ALL CROPS. 


Temperature Generally Favorable and 
Frosts Have Done Practically 
No Damage to Corn. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 29.—The weather 
bureau's weekly summary of crop condi- 
tions is as follows: 

The temperature condtione for the week 
ending Sept. 28 were generally favorable, 
although cool nights were detrimental in 
the south Atlantic, eastern, and central 
gulf states, while light to heavy frosts, for 
the most part causing no serious injury, 
were reported in the more northerly dis- 
tricts eastward of the upper Missouri valley. 

A; marked feature of the week was the 
absence of rain, or the lack of anything ex- 
cept light showers, over much the greater 
part of the country east of the Rocky moun- 
tains, there being only a few areas, of com- 
paratively Hmited extent, in the upper Mis- 
sissipi valley, the lake region, and the coast 
districts of the middle Atlantic states and , 
southern New England, in which the rain- 
fall exceeded the average. 

Drought continues in the Ohio valley and 
with increased severity in Tennessee and 
the central and west gulf states. 

No unfavorable conditions are reported 
from the Pacific coast, although rain in 
southern Cahfornia possibly may have 
caused slight injury. Southern Arizona and 
southwestern New Mexico received unusu- 
ally heavy rains for that region, more than 
two inches being reported from several sta- 


tions, 
Weather Good for Corn. 

The principal corn states experienced 
weather conditions exceptionally favorable 
for maturing late corn, and while frosts have 
been quite general over the central and east- 
ern portions of the corn belt no material dam- 
age is indicated. Probably less than 20 per. 
-cent of the crop in Iowa is unmatured, and 
while the proportion yet exposed to injury 


is greater, the immature will make good feed. 
Farther south only a small part of the crop 
is still soft. Cutting is general in all sec- 
tions, and some new corn has been marketed 
in southern Kansas. 

While the conditions have been favorable 
for thrashing spring wheat in the spring. 
wheat region, reports of dampness of grain 
in shock as a result of previous rains contin- 
ue. rvest is now completed on the north 
Pacific coast and thrashing has advanced. 


Cotton Picking Progresses. 


With generally seasonable temperature 
and practically no rain over nearly the en- 
tire cotton _belt, cotton has opened rapidly 
and picking has been actively carried on, a 
large part of the crop already having beén 
gathered. Cool nights and the general preva- 
lence of drought in the central and western 
districts have been detrimental, and rust 
and shedding continue ex ively reported, 
although rust is less prevalent in Georgia. 
On the whole the crop has suffered de- 
terioration, especially in the central and 
western portions of the belt. Little or no 
top crop is promised. In Texas the plant has 
almost entirely ceased fruiting, and in some 
_ central counties is dying. In North Carolina 
the conditions have favored the maturity of 
late cotton, and in South Carolina préma- 
ture opening has been checked. (The weath- 
er map of Sept. 29 shows that good showers 
fell over a large part of the drought region 
of Texas and Oklahqma during the previous. 
twenty-four hours.) 

Some tobacco remains to be cut in Ker 
tucky and Tennessee, where the late plantc Ps | 
has suffered much from drought, but as a 
whole the crop is practically housed, |

CRISIS HURTS ENGLAND 


BALFOUR’S DELAY FURTHER DIS- 
CREDITS GOVERNMENT. 


Hesitancy Shown by Lord Milner Ex- 
_ cites Criticism That Real Statemen 
Are Scarce in Conservative Ranks—

The Australian parliament, 
he declares, has enacted laws that are disas- 
trous, stifling industry, and the government 
at the same time is top heavy and overpaid. 
Instead of having one governor for each col- 
ony, appointed by the crown, he believes one 
governor general for the commonwealth 
ought to be sufficient head for the govern- 
ment, 

His observations in the orient led him to 


believe that Russia was playing an interest- 
' ing game in the far east. 


‘She may withdraw a battalion of troops, 


but as she does so she sends in a railroad bat- 


talion to. take its place, and these battalions 


‘are there for work more serious than to take 


care-of railroads,” he said. Russia is pre- 
pared to gobble all the trade now enjoyed by 
‘America. She will oust all the Americans 
from the Yalu river for one thing, cutting 


into the lumber trade now being shipped from 


this coast by opening up the rich timber belt 
owned by Russian firms in the Yalu district. °

| 1% cents to 13 cents. for 
middling uplands and 13% cents for middling 
gulf. This is the biggest one day’s advance 
in spot that ever has been recorded on the 
exchange. The movement is looked upon 
as being in the nature of a dramatic ending 
to the bull clique’s operations. 

The shorts have been rushing the actual 
eotton forward, but the course of today’s 
market for September contracts showed they 
had failed to bring enough here to cover 
their commitments. It is reported tonight 
that settlements were made by various of 
the local shorts with the bull clique at 13 
cents a pound to an approximate total of 
20,000 bales. Settlements also are reported 
to have been made by the bears in the Liver- 
pool market for a total of 5,000 bales at 14 
cents a pound, or $70 a bale. 

It is known that some of the largest deal- 

ers in cotton on the local market who were 
caught by the bull clique’s operations suf- 
fered large losses. The New Orleans men 
had practically complete control. ever since 
last June and the corner which they engi- 
neered in the old crop months and which ex- 
tended over into the first new crop month— 
September—affected the markets of the 
world. It resulted in the shutting down of 
mills both here and abroad and the reship- 
ping to this country of American cotton 
which had reached Europe. It is reported in 
trade circles that the bull clique, which is 
now closing up its corner operations, has 
gone short on the later new crop months. 
_ The total running stock of cotton now here 
amounts to 100,000 bales, so the advance in 
spot cotton of $8.75 a bale is equivalent toa 
gain in value in this stock of $875,000 in 
twenty-four hours, |

| PIONEER MERCHANT SUCCUMBS 


TO HEART DISEASE. 


End Comes at Jefferson, N. H., After a 
Long Period of Poor Health and a 
Few Weeks’ Hiness—Member of the 
First Drainage Board and Trustee 
of Various Charitable and Eduaca- 
tional Institutions—Widow and Two 
Children Survive. 


Henry J. Willing, pioneer merchant of Chi- 
cago and for many years a prominent figure 
among business men, digd yesterday morn- 
ing at Jefferson, N. H. Mr. Willing had been 
ill for three\ weeks with heart disease, and 
his death was not vuexpected. For some 
years his health had not been good, and, 
largely on this account, he had practicaly 
withdrawn from business and spent much of 
his time in traveling. 

With his family he had been staying at the 
Waumbek hotel, Jefferson, for some time, 
and his wife an@ children were with him 
when he died. Interment will be at Man- 
chester, Vt., tomorrow. 

He was born in Westfield, N. Y., July 19, 
1836. In 1843 his father died, and, when the 
family moved to Chicago, three years later, 
he began his struggle for recognition in the 
business world in the employment of U. P. 


After several changes in the next three 
years he settled down jin 1851 to a permanent 
position in the dry goods house of Thomas B. 
Carter & Co., with whom he remained until 
1859, when he joined the forces of Cooley, 
Farwell & Co., where he remained until 1865. 
In that year he became connected with Field, 
Leiter & Co., and was soon afterwards ad- 
mitted to the firm. In 1883 Mr. Willing sold 
out his interest in the firm, then Marshall 
Field & Co., and retired from business. 


Worker for Good Government. 

In efforts to secure good government for 
Chicago and to uphold the cause<xof law, 
order, humanity, and religion, Mr. Willing 
was. a foremost worker. Though having 
large financial interests to look after, he 
always gave his time and money to en- 
courage public enterprises tending to pro- 
mote the welfare of the people... Though 
offered many public offices he would accept 
none until he was finally prevailed upon by 
his friends to be a candidate for the drain- 
age board when that body was first elected. 
He was elected, and in the preliminary work 
of organizing the board Mr. Willing took 
such an active part that his already failing 
health forced him to retire. In politics he 
was a republican. 

As a member of the Presbyterian church 
he has served as an elder in the Second and 
Fourth churches. He was at one time the 
vice president of the Young Men's Christian 
association, and was at one time a trustee 
of the McCormick Theological seminary. 


Served on Many ‘Boards. | 
He has served on many charitable boards 
and with numerous civic bodies... He was a 
director of the Chicago Home for Ihcurables, 
and of the Newberry library. He was a mem- 
ber of a number of social and historieal clubs 
und societies, among: which are the Chicago 
Historical society, the American Historical 
society, the Chicago branch of the Arche- 
ological Society of America, and the Union 
League, Chicago, and other clubs. He was

Indictments Found Against Two Pa- 
_trolmen for the Death of Pat- 


rick Lavelle.

Carey as a result of the death of Patrick 
Lavelic. The policemen are charged with 
beating Lavelle so that he died from his 
wounds.

The Episcopal church in this diocese has 
been fortunate in its bishop.

It is said the 
strike has injuriously affected the fall and 
winter trade so that many who have gone 
back may find themselves without work this 
wiuter just when they need it most. An-» 
other serious blow to the employés is the 
incentive which strikes like this give to the 
jiutroduction of labor saving machinery. 
Two or three different kinds of these ma- 
chines have already been set in successful 
operation, each one of which displaces six 
skilled workmen, There were some gains in

the striking mania increases‘and working- 
men blindly follow leaders whose personal 
interest it is to order strikes and foment 
trouble between employers and employés, 
rather than conservative men, who believe 
in keeping agreements. Mr. Marshall Field 
warned workingmen some time ago that if 
they persisted in their present course of 
tying up industry they would do more to 
precipitate business disaster than all other 
causes combined, and that they would be the 
principal sufferers. Mr. John W. Gates, 
in the interview printed in yesterday's 
TRIBUNE, expressed the same idea in these 
words: “ What with strikes and blackmail 
by the unions, it now costs $2,000,000 to 
build a $1,000,000 building.

ORD CRAWFORD, who is one of the 
‘most useful and learned members of 
the English peerage, -has just pre- 
sented to the British museum in Lon- 
don a wonderful collection of several 
thousand specimens of birds, fishes, rep- 
tiles, butterflies, and insects, besides skulls 
and skeletons galore.

places indeed that lie out of the beaten track 
of the ordinary sailing vessels. 

Lord Crawford took with him several nat- 
uralisf’ and other scientiffe companions, and 
indeed his cruise, which extended over a 
period of nearly two years, has from a scien- 
tific point of view. been the most remarka- 
bie thing of the kind since the famous cruise 
of the Challenger. 

Lord Crawford’s family, the Lindsays, of 
Which he is the éhief,.is one of the most 
anciest in Scotland, and a few years ago he. 
celebrated the 500th anniversary of the cre- 
ation of his earldom of Crawford, Sir David, 
| thirteenth lord of Lindsay, “a valiant 
| knight,” having been “ created, proclaimed, 
and belted earl of Crawford at Perth, April 
21, 1398, his lordship being at the same time 
erected a regality.”’ 

Since thcrn there have been twenty-five 
earls of Crawford, the present one being the 
twenty-sixth, and ft is curious that from 
the earliest times they have all had some 
nicknames, the second earl having been 
called “the Consanguineous,” by Henry VI.

Recent mail advices to the J, Rosenbaum 
Grain company from H. 8. Cramer of Berlin 
say of the probability of imports from this 
country: “ Home receipts are so superabun- 
dant they not only cover the needs at the time

OBJECTS TOTHE RATING BUREAU 


President Washburn of Home of New 
York Throws Down Gauntlet at 
Underwriters’ Convention. 


President Washburn ot of the Home of New 
York threw down the gauntlet for his com- 


pany against the rating bureau and stamp- 


ing. secretary systém in his annual address 
yesterday morning at the Auditorium before 
the thirty-fourth annua! meeting of the Fire 
Underwriters’ Association of the Northwest. 

For some time his company has been op- 
posing the establishment of any more stamp- 
ing offices for passing on rates and policies, 
and some of the companies in the west have 
announced that they were opposed to the 
appointment of any more stamping secre- 
taries until it- eould be learned whether the 
Home. would cotperate er not. . President 
Washburn's statement aon this point fur- 
nished the sensation expected from hig, ad- 
dress, as he declared that the system was 
wrong in principle and practice, threatened 
the. destruction of the American agency sys- 
tem, and apparently left no loophole for the 
company to escape continued opposition to it. 


The attendance iio Tha largest in the his- 
tery. of the organization, which is the most 
important of the kind in the world. The 
membership {fs 598,-and eighty-three new 
members were elected during the’ day. The 
annual address by’ President John Marshall 
Jr, of the.Fireman's.Fund reviewed the con- 
ditions of the business, and foresaw danger 
in ‘the disposition of.some of the companies 
to cut rates because they had had a year of 
comparative prosperity. He dwelt on the 
necessity for education’in insurance, and - 
his principal recommendation, was for the™ 
classification and tion of the 
tion’s library, 

“Many prominent company officers. were 
present to hear President Washburn’s ad- 
dress, which was on “The Underwriters’ 
Probiem."”” He showed the superiority of 
the stock’ to the mutual system ‘for fire in- 
surance conditions, and of. companies with a 
general rather than a local business. The 
céntral potnt of his paper was-the need of one 
supreme authority in. the company, as 
against the usual system’of departments, 
rating bureaus, and stamp clerks. He held 
that these transferred the conduct of the 
business from the company managers to out- 
siders; whose only interest was in the salary 
they drew, making the officers simply re- 
cording clerks and the agents simply solici- 


tors.’ Mr. Washburn also suggested thatthe - 


beards and compacts gave support to the 
unfounded claim that fire insurance was 
a trust. He hel@ that the underwriters’ 
millennium would come only when the proper 
relations existed between the companies and 
the public, between the business and the law- 
makers, and between officers and agents.

He held the cause to be 
ignorance and demagogism, and suggested | 
organization and cotperation among’ the 
companies as the remedy, advising them to 
work through local attorneys, as the rail- 
roads do. Neal Bassett of Chicago, special 
agent of the Firemen’'s of, New Jersey, dis- 
cussing “‘ A Plea for Education,”’ argued that 
the companies could well afford to contribute 
to the establishment of courses of technical 
training for fire insurance engineers. Charles 
F. Hafdy of Topeka, Kas., state agent of the 
Insurance Company of North America, 
spoke on “ Field Men's Organizations in 
Anti-Compact States,.”’ urging. that the co- 
operation of all classes of companies be se- 
cured, and that the reduction of the fire 
hazard, as well as the maintenance of rates, 


‘be considered.

Rudy of Indianapolis, state agent of the.
